The Sister 
Superior has intimated that the caretaker may expect 
additional remuneration for this work. I must inform 
you, however, that it is not the intention of the 
Department to pay for this sdditional service, snd you 
should so inform Mr. Robert. In addition to the super- 
vision that may be given by Mr. Robert, it would be 
appreciated if during the holiday period you *ouvld visit 
the school from time to time and assure yourself that 
the property and ecuioment are not beinz injured in 
any way.

Dear Sir;- 


I beg to refer to my previous telephone calls to Ottawa 
in which I informed you of the destruction by fire of the local 
Senior School and in this connection to make the following report. 


At about 11.30 P.M.,the janitor who was living at the 
School vas awakened by the smoke. Upon opening the door of his 
room which leads to the furnace room he saw some Ziame which 
appeared to him &o be in the corridor between the sewing class 
room and the door leading to the furnace room. As he tried to 
reach for the fire estinguishers he was overcome by smoke and 
had to get out of the building. He then ran to the Church and 
gave the alarm. & few miniutes after a bucket brigade went and 
tried to fight the fire but it was useless. 
a 

I was avakened by a neighbor and immediately went to 

the office and called for the Lachine and Montreal firemen. 
The Lachine brigade came at about 12.30 and the Montreal fire- 
men about 20 minutes later. It was however too late to save the 
School as the fire had spread to the three floors and was acti- 
vated by a strong west wind, At about three oclock the whole 
building collapsed. 


The fire was blowing directly on the Kateri School and 
a wooden house located back of it. In fact the firemen’had to 
conéntrate their efforts a#t the other building and often had 
to turn the water on the Katheri School which was saved owing 
to their presence. Other fires also started but were promptly 
put out. The Village was treathned up to the time of the col- 
lapse of the School. The firemen worked with two powerfull 
pumps from the time of their arrival up to nine oclock in the 
morning.

It would be appreciated if an official of the Branch 
could call here in order to inspect what is left and give 
the necessary authorization for the salvaging of the beams, 
and other iron also the brick,fire escapes etc.,as it is 
feared that everything will dissapeared if measures are not 
taken to remove these things.

In this connection I beg to transmit you 
herewith an account recently received from the 
Department of Finance,Permits and Priviledges Div., 
City of Montreal, for an amount of $1.043.33 for 
services rendered. 


Although it is believed that the presence 
of the Montreal and Lachine Firemen helped avoiding 
a conflegration in this Village, I must say that 
the account enclosed is thought to be exorbitant and 
I would not»recomméad its payment as rendered and it 
is much doubted that such a price is being charged 
when they are called to render the same service to 
Municipalities near Montreal.

Memorandum : 


Re: Senior School, Caughneawaga Indian Agency, 
Que bes. 


With reference to your notation dated the 20th 
ultimo on Dr. McGill's memorandum of the same dete, and 
further to our telephone discussion regarding an inspection 
of the above, I may say that in accordance with Dr. MeGili's 
request, an inspection was carried out by our Architect 
on the 29th ultimo, and Mr. Buck now reports es follows: 


The building kmown as the senior school was ea 
brick veneered structure, containing partial basement, first, 
second and third floors. The partiel basement housed the 
heating equipment and water supply system. The first floor 
contained accommodation for weaving and hendicraft werk, 

@ domestic science room, the upper portion of boiler and 
fuel rooms, caretaker's room and one scedemic class-room, 
as well es pupils’ toilet accommodation. The second floor 
was assigned completely to classrooms, and an assembly hell 
ecoupied the whole top floor ares. 


The second and third floor construction was carried 
on a partial steel frame running longitudinally, while the 
eross bearing wes taken by the brick veneered walls. Emncept 
for the area occupied by the partial basement, the first 
floor rested on the ground. Concrete piers in the first 
floor provided support for steel columns in the upper floors. 


On his inspection Mr. Buck found thet except for 
the chimney, which still stands, the building had collapsed 
Guring the fire, andi that no visible portion of the former 
structure or ite members could be re-used. Those portions 
of the foundation walls which still remain in position are 
covered by the ruins, and no definite opinion on their 
condition will be possible until they have been exposed to 
view. It is considered likely, however, that the intense 
heat to which they have been subjected will have destroyed 
their usefulness. 


Interior steel work, such as beams, columns, 
radiatorsand heating pipes have been rendered useless b 
their collapse into the centre of the fire at its height, 
while exterior fire escapes having been carried outward 
when the exterior walls collapsed, ere warped and distorted 
beyond repair.

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No metal work that could be seen is considered 
to have any value beyond what might be obtained for serap. 


Since the former boiler room is completely filled 
with debris to grade level, it was not possible to inspect 
the two heating boilers, fuel oil pump, fuel cil tank or 
water supply equipment. It is considered unlikely that 
this equipment could be reused, but under existing building 
conditions it should be imspected before being disposed of. 


The chimney remeins standing, but its condition 
ie hagerdous and the Indian Affairs Branch should arrange 
for its demolition immediately. 


It was observed that among the debris there are 
some undamaged face briek; but the cost of sorting, cleaning 
and stacking them for re-use would not be justified. 


It is felt that a better price for salvazeable 
scrap metal could be obtained by disposing of it separately, 
Pather than by asking for an allowance when considering 
new construction work, and on this basis the following 
action is recommended : 

hE 
(a) That the existing chimney be demolished immediately 
under the supervision of the Indian Agent. 


(>) That the Indian Agent be instructed to have the former 
boiler room cleared of all debris, to uncover heating 
boilers, fuel pumps water supply equipment etce., for 
the convenience of Departmental officers on inspection, 
or parties tendering on scrap materials. 


(eo) Thet when item (b) is completed, an inspection of the 
mechanical equipment at present buried should be 
carried out by an officer of this Service, who would 
have authority to obtain technical adviee if required. 


(4) That contingent upon whet equipment may be found still 
fit for service, the Indian Affairs Branch, through 
the Indian Agent, obtain prices from at least four 
firms for the purchase and removal from the site of 
@ll materials and wreckage, whether of walue or not. 


It is estimated that to replaée the building 
with services and equipment as before the fire with allowances 
for contingencies and supervision, would cost under existing 
conditions in the neighbourhood of Seventy-five thousand 
Gollars ($75,000.00).

Re: Fire at Senior School, Caughnawegea 
Indien enc uebec. : 


With reference to the recent destruction of the 
above school by fire, I may say that during a discussion on 
the matter preceeding his inspection on the 29th ultimo our 
architect was requested by Indian Affairs officers to establish 
if possible the cause of the fire. 


It is understood thet the responsibility of deter- 
mining the cause of fires, rests with the officer in charge 
of the Agency; but in discussing the matter with the Indien 
Agent, I may say that our architect obtained information as 
follows: 


The fire was discovered to be raging in the central 
hall on the first floor, shortly after midnight December 16th, 
1941. At the time of discovery it had made such headway that 
it was only with great difficulty that the caretaker Mr. 
Robert who lived in the building, was able to escape. 


He reached the villege church in night attire and 
sounded the alarm before he was overcome by the effects of 
smoke. 


The caretaker was unable to give a coherent account 
of his discovery of the fire; but Mr. Brisebois,the agent, 
stated that by the time he arrived at the school the fire head 
reached such proportions that it was obvious that nothing more 
then preventing the spread of the conflagration was possible. 


In his opinion the strong wind was threatening to 
carry burning embers over the whole village area, and several 
small blazes were observed in the vicinity. 


Mre Brisebois summoned fire-fighting apparatus from 
Montreal cnd Lachine, and both brigades responded. 


The services of two pumpers and crews were required 
until approximately 5 a.m. December 19th, when the fire was con- 
sidered definitely under control. 


The fire hed made such headway before discovery, and 
wrought such complete destruction upon the building, that it is not 
emsidered possible to establish the cause,

MEMORANDUM 


While in Montreal last week,I called at the City Hall 
regarding a charge of $1045.35 made by the City for services 
rendered on December 19,194l1,when our school was destroyed 
by fire. 


The rate of $100.00 per hour is set for all similar 
calls to municipalities outside of city limits,with a minimum 
of $150.00. 


Such rate is including the extra insurance on firemen 
2on duty outside of the city limits,the risk of damage to 
equipment travelling for service to non-taxpayers,such equip- 
ment valued at over $30,000.00. 


According to information received,the presence of the 
Montreal Fire Brigade,certainly prevented a more serious con- 
flagration,due to the high wind during that night,end saved 
many indian homes as well as our other school nearby,which 
wes,for a while in a rather dangerous spot.

On the night of the destruction by fire of 
the senior school there was e very heavy wind blowing 
end, as the buildings in the village sre quite close 
together, Indian agent Brisebois was afraid that the 
whole village might be burmed. Consequently he phoned 
the fire derertuents ot Lachine, .uobec, and at liontreal, 
mebec, requesting them to forward fire-fighting equipment. 
Both of them responded. in reporting his action in the 
above regerad the Indian agent wrote 4s follows: 


“y was awakened by 6 neighbour end immediately 
went to the office and ealied for the Lachine and Montreal 
firemen. The Lachine brigade came at about 12:30 and the 
Montreal firemen about 20 minutes leter. It was, however, 
too late to save the school as the fire hed spread to the

Dear Sir: 


I desire to refer to the accounts submitted 
by the City of Montreal and the city of Lachine 
amounting to $1,543.35 for fire protection at 
Caughnawaga on the night of December 19, 1941. 


While the work done by the firemen no doubt 
prevented the destruction of the Kateri School, at 
the same time there is no question that their efforts 
also prevented the spread of the fire throughout the 
Village of Caughnawage. As @ result the Department 
feels thet part of the expense should be paid from 
band funds. It is suggested that the band should 
meet half the expenditure and the balance will be 
paid from Perliamentary appropriation. 


If, however, they are not willing to meet 
half the cost at least a large portion of this 
should be provided from band funds. 


Please take up this matter at the next 
meeting of the Council and secure the required 
resolution.

On the night of the destruction by fire of 
the senior school there was a very heavy wind blowing 
and, as the buildings in the village are quite close 
together, Indian Agent Brisebois was afraid that the 
whole village might be burned. Consequently he phoned 
the fire departments at Lachine, Quebec, and at Montreal, 
Quebec, requesting them to forward fire-fighting equipment. 
Both of them responded. In reporting his action in the 
above regard the Indian Agent wrote 4s follows: 


"“T was awakened by a neishbour and immediately 
went to the office and called for the Lachine and Mon treal 
firemen. The Lachine brigade came at about 12:50 and the 
Montreal firemen about 20 minutes later. It was, however, 
too late to save the school as the fire had spreed to the 
three floors and was activated by a strong west wind. At 
about three o'clock the whole building collapsed. 


"The fire was blowing directly on the Kateri 
School and a wooden house located back of it. In fact 
the firemen had to concentrate their efforts at the omer 
building and often had to turn the water on the Kateri 
School which was saved owing to their presence. Other 
fires also started but were promptly put out. The village 
was threatened up to the time of the collapse of the 
school. The firemen worked with two powerful pumps from 
the time of their arrival up to nine o'telock in the 
morning." 
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Recently the following accounts have been 
submitted for payment for the firements services: 


City of Montreal - §$ 1,043.33 
City of Lachine - 500.00 


Inspector Thibault was instructed to call 
at the Montreal City Hall with ea view to having their 
charge reduced. He was unsuccessful in this regard, 
his report reading as follows: 


“While in Montreal lest week, I called at 
the City Hall regarding a charge of $1,045.35 made by 
the City for services rendered on December 19, 1941, 
when our school was destroyed by fire. 


"The rate of $100.00 per hour is set for all 
similer calls to municipalities outside of city limits, 
with a minimum of $150.00. 


"Such rate is including the extra insurance 
on firemen on duty outside of the city limits, the risk 
of damage to equipment travelling for service to non= 
taxpayers, such equipment valued at over $50,000.00. 


"according to information received, the 
presence of the Montreal fire brigade certainly prevented 
@ more serious conflagration, due to the high wind during 
that night, and saved many Indian homes as well as our 
other school nearby, which was, for a while, in a rather 
dengerous spot." 


We are endeavouring to have the Caughnawage 
Indian Council pass a resolution approving payment of at 
least half of the account from their band funds. The 
other half can be met from the appropriation for Indian 
education. If the band refuses to pass the resolution, 
it will be necessary to take the whole amount from the

Dear Sir: 


I was very much concerned when I learned 
recently that epperently the doors of the 
schools at Caughnawaga ere kept locked during 
school hours. It has been stated that the 
doors ere locked at nine o'clock end that 
any pupils who come late have to return home. 
I do not approve of this latter action but, 
in any case, the doors should be kept unlocked 
whenever the classrooms are occupied. Locking 
the doors of the classrooms during school hours 
is a very definite fire hazard and cennot ve 
permitted under eny circumstances. 


I also understand thet fire drills have 
not been practiced et reguler intervals. One 
excuse given was that the fire escapes were 
dangerous on account of ice accumulating in 
some spots. In view of the destruction of 
the senior school, the caretakers certainly 
cannot be overworked end there is no reason 
why the fire escapes should not be kept clear 
of snow and ice. Please see that this is done 
in future end at the same time arrange to have 
fire drills conducted regularly. 


Both the above matters should be brought 
to the attention of the Rev. Principal at once.

I wish to transmit you herewith the original of 
an account together with a letter from the Town of sSt- 
Pierre in which the amount of $75.00 is claimed for 
services rendered by their fire brigade on December 18th 
1941,when the Senior School was destreyed and in this 
connection I wish to give the following information. 


The fire brigade of the Town of St-Pierre got 
to the Reserve on that night,not on the request of this 
office,but apparently after having received telephone 
calls from residents of Caughnawaga and of Lady Rodick 
who had been informed by telephone that the whole vil- 
lage was on fire. 


The firemen did not do any work on that occasion 
as the fire was under control and that the Montreal and 
Lachine brigades were already working. I understand 
however that some damage was made to their pump when 
going back to St-Pierre.

With regard to your notetion dated February 
2na4 last, on a memorandum from Dr. MoGill dated Janusry 
30th, 1942, you will recall that more pressing work 
prevented our officers from carrying out an inspection 
as requested by Dr. MeGill at that time. 


Arrangements were made, however, for our 
Architeet to visit the Agency on the 27th ultimo, at 
which time he inspected the former boiler room in the 
school, and was able to determine thet the two small 
heating boilers and other visible units of equipment 
are no longer serviceable, and of no use for incorporation 
in e new building. 


In connection with units formerly embodied 
in the heating system, a fuel oil storage tank of 1000 
gallons capacity was installed about eight yvers ago 
below grade immediately outside the building. It is 
understood that et the time of the fire this tank 
Gontained considerable fuel oil. While neither the 
tank nor its connections to the system could be inspected, 
to establish whether or not the contents hed been ignited 
dGuring the fire, it is considered that these should not 
be re-installed in a new building. 


It is therefore recommended that the Indian 
Affairs Branch take the necessary action to dispose of 
ell metals and other materials to the best advantage. 


It was observed during the inspection, that 
the isolated chimmey had been demolished, eas previously 
recommended by this Service; but it is further recommended 
that, upon completion of salvace operations, the Indian 
Affairs Branch arrange for the covering or filling of 
the basement cavity, to eliminste hazard to the children 
of the villege.

I am now advised by Indien Agent Brisebois 
that there is ea quantity of brick on the site of the 
former school, but lest year no one was interested in 
purchasing it. Those who were epproached at that time 
Cleimed thet to remove the broken brick etc. would be 
too expensive andé thet the good material left was not 
worth the cost of cleaning the site. 


Recently, however, Mr. Brisebois received two 
tenders for the material left, one from Mr. A. Groulx, 
2288 Albert Street, ontreal, for £100.00, and one from 
Mre Je”.

When in Montreal last week at the time of my 
visit to the Caughnawaga Reserve I also interviewed the 
Mother General of the Sisters of Ste. ann, Sister 
Leopoldine, at the Mother House et Lachine. as you 
suggested, I discussed with her the possibility of heaving 
the Sisters of Ste. ann erect a new residence for the 
Nuns teaching the Caughnawaga R.C. School instead of 
heving this building provided by this Deyartment. 


As we agreed, I advised her that the Depert- 
ment would be prepared to consider increasing the 
selaries of the Sisters teaching at Caughnawaga by an 
amount of $5000.00 a year, if the Order of Ste. ann 
would erect the residence at their own expense. 


Sister Leopoldine was unable to give me a 
definite reply, but she appeared to be very much 
interested in the proposal, as she realizes, as we 
do, the great necessity for providing proper li 
eccommodetion for these Sisters. You ow the condition 
of the building at present in use and something will 
have to be done in the near future in order to provide 
suiteble living sccommodation. 


I gathered from Sister Leopoldine's con- 
versation that she was prepared to recommend this 
ection to her Board. She asked if we would be prepereé 
to provide, free of charge, a site for such a building 
on the reserve. In this regard I advised her that I 
thought the Department would be favourably disposed to 
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allow the residence to be built on part of the 
property of the former senior school. There is 
plenty of land availeble for this purpose and, 
if the residence were built on this site, water 
and sewage facilities would be available. 


Sister Leopoldine said she would discuss 
the matter with her Board and advise us at some 
future dete regarding their decision. -

With reference to your memorandum of 
October 9, regarding the type of school building thet 
should replace the Caughnewage Senior School, I submit 
the following report: 


I visited the Caughnewagea Reserve on October 
29 and SO and discussed school matters generally with 
Imdian Agent Brisebois, Mr. A-E. Wescott, Inspector of 
Schools, and Sister Mary George. The following is the 
information specifically requested in your memorandum: 


1. As you are aware, the Catholic school at Caughnawaga 
used three buildings known as the "Eastern", "Kateri" 
and "Senior" Schools. The latter was destroyed by 
fire on December 16, 1941. With regard to the 
Eastern and Kateri Schools, each contains four 
classrooms and has a full basement. Fach classroom 
has accqmmodetion for 42 to 46 pupils. However, 
following the fire it was necessary to provide extra 
classrooms and e temporary partition was erected in 
each of the two clessrooms on the ground floor of 
each building and consequently there are at the 
present time twelve classrooms in use. The wood- 
working class for the boys is in the basement of 
the Eastern School and the kitchen and sewing 
room for the girls are in the basement of the 
Kateri School. On October 29 there was a total 
enrolment of 322 pupils -- 175 boys and 147 girls. 
For various reasons approximately 28 pupils hed 
not yet registered. They were e ected to attend 
school by the 15th of November which would mean a 
total of 350 for the current academic year. 


There is no doubt that the best site for the new 
school is on the former site of the Senior School. 
We have plenty of land available and, besides, 
there is a deep well available for water and there 
are sewage facilities from the former site to the 
St. Lawrence River. 


From information obtained from the Parish Priest, 

I learned that there are 112 boys and 145 girls 
who are 5 or 6 years of age and consequently will 
be of sehool age within a year or two. It would, 
therefore, appear that the school attendance for 
some time to come will remain eat epproximately the 
present figure of 350. after discussing the matter 
with the persons mentioned in the first ae A of 
this memorandum, I am of the opinion that the 

best provision to be made is as follows: 
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Discard the Eastern School and construct ea 
new school, with 10 classrooms end ea basement, 
on the site of the former Senior School. In 
the basement of this building provision could 
be made for a kitchen and rooms for sewing 
and weaving. It would also provide sufficient 
eecommodetion for an assembly hell. This room 
need not be as elaborate as the assembly hell 
in the former Senior School, but Inspector 
Wescott and the Principal feel that for ea 
school with an attendance of 350 some type 

of assembly hall is absolutely essential. 


Use the present Kateri School for vocational 
training for the boys. as eviously stated, 
this is e four-roomed building in good condition 
and is situated within two or three minutes' 
walk of the site of the new school. 


If the suggestion made in "b" is adopted, 
provision should be made for teaching both 
wood-work end metal-work. This would require 
two male teachers. It may be interesting to 
you to have the following information regarding 
the boys who have graduated from the Caughnawaga 
R.C. School during the past six years:

The term "Iron Workers"in the above means 
those employed either with the Dominion Steel 
Company or the Dominion Bridge Company. 


In discussing the educational requirements 
Mr. Brisebois expressed the opinion that the older boys 
should be under male teachers. I discussed this suggestion 
with Inspector Wescott, who stated thet, while he agreed 
with the suggestion in principle, it would be impossible 
to cerry it out ee it If we engage Brothers for 
the older boys it 11 involve another residence and a 
ereat deal of extra arrangements. Mr. Wescott felt that 
the employment of two vocational training instructors at 
Caughnawage, as suggested, would meet the situation 
adequately, as these two teachers would co-o rate with 
the Sisters and would be able to Giscipline the older 
boys if necessary. 
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Referring back to paragraph "ae", you will 
note I suggest discarding the Eestern School. This is 
a good building, but is situated at a considerable 
distance from either the Kateri or the proposed new 
school. Both Inspector Wescott and Sister Mary George 
felt that it would be in the best interests of all 
parties concerned to concentrate our educational 
efforts closer together. 


This would leave the Eastern School vacant. 
It is a good building, two stories high, with basement, 
and heated by a furnace. I feel that it would make e 
good office both for the agent and the R.C.M- Police, 
or whatever other officials require to use ite

With reference to the recent installation 
of a new heating boiler at the sbove, this Service was 
advised by Indian Agent Brisebois, under date of the 17th 
instant, that an inspection of the completed work was 
carried out on Sevtember 22nd last by a Provincial 
Boiler Inspector and that Inspection Certificate C-16056 
was issued shortly thereafter. 


We were advised thet the Certificate had 
been forwarded directly to the Indian Affeirs Branch 
at Ottawa by the Boiler Inspection Branch of the 
Province of “uebec Department of Labour, but on encuiry 
were informed by Mr. Phelan that neither the Certificate 
nor any covering correspondence could be located. 
accordingly, we communiceted with the Quebec Department 
of Labour and have now been furnished with a duplicate 
copy of the Certificate, which is transmitted herewith. 


Provincial regulations in Quebec recuire 
the Inspection Certificate of any pressure vessel to 
be posted near the unit concerned, and the attached 
Document should be forwarded to Indian Arent Brisebois 
for this purpose. 


The Certificate covers the additional 
installation of the boiler fittings and piping, and 
expires on October Srd, 1945. The Indian Affairs Branch 
should arrange for annual inspections thereafter.

In connection with my recent visit 

to Caughnawege, I believe thet certain faulty procedures 

in the operation of the furnaces of the schools, should 

be noted. The correction of the above should, I believe, 

increase the efficiency of the heating system. 


I am fully aware that it is impossible 
to obtain a trained fireman. I would not be prepared to 
sey thet e change would bring ebout any improvement. 
However, I believe that certein fects should be brought 
to the attention of the Indien Agent who should be 
instructed to have our instructions cerried out: 


1. The flues of the steam furnaces should be cleaned 
weekly. This should be systematically done every 
Saturdey. 

2. The method of checking the furnace by leaving the 
fuel door open cennot be justified. This door should 
be open only when adding coal to the fire. 
Instructions were given to the Janitor on severel 
eccasions, once you will recall in your presence but 
these instructions ere not cerried out. 

When feeding coal into the furnace, the rear demper 
should be closed while the furnace demper should be 
open. After closing the fuel door the furnece 
demper should be at least partially closed end when 
the furnece is burning freely completely closed. 

In order to check the furnace the rear demper should 
be open more or less es conditions require. 
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I noticed that the recently instelled 
furnece was equipped with automatic damper controls. 
These however have been removed. The Janitor cla ms 
that they were not functioning but I em rether 
inclined to believe that he does not understand this 
apparatus. 


Generally, the campanies furnish 
instructions on the operation of their furnaces. 
These should be posted neer the furnace and carefully 
followed. The Agent should be instructed to obtain 
a@ copy of these instructions end heve it posted in a 
conspicuous plece neer the furnace. 


I wish to drew your attention to the above 
heving in mind the difficulties that heave been 
encountered in hesting the Ceughnewege schools.

It is the usual practice for a company to 
furnish instructions on the operation of their furnaces. 
If they neglected to do so, I would appreciste it if you 
would secure a copy of these instructions immediately, 
discuss them with the janitor and post the instructions 
in @ conspicuous place nesr the furnace. 


It has occurred to me that in view of 
your many duties it may not be possible for you to visit 
the Kateri School sufficiently often to escertnin if the 
janitor is operating the furnace in @ proper manner. 
Might I suggest that when you find it impossible to visit 
the school you send “ir. LaPlante. It would not require 
very much time, ené he could report to you if the janitor 
is following instructions anc, if not, you covld then 
interview the janitor and point out to him the mistakes 
that he is maxine.

I wish to refer to your letter of the 23ultimo dea- 
ling with the proposed erection of a wooden fence in front of 
the Eastern School, and to say that Mr. Wescott will soon give 
us the particulars needed for an estimate. 


I wish to report however that the fence ajoining 
lots Nos. 461, 462, 457 and 459, that is the sides and the 
back of the school lot, is now in dilapidated condition and 
needs to’renewed at the earliest possible date as the four 
Indian owners of the above mentioned lots will not be able 
to make any garden. Without a new fence the pupils are all 
over their properties and also the cattles which are still 
allowed to roam about. 


For the sides and the back of the lot a 5 ft. wire 
fence of ordinary make is suggested. This fence wire is priced 
at .10¢ a foot. Wooden posts are not obtainable and steel posts 
of 8 ft. long would be required. 


In addition to ordimary posts, two steel corner posts 
would be needed and also two end posts. This fence would have 
a total lenght of 600 ft., and the price of the wire would be 
of .10¢ per foot. Fifty six ordinary posts (steel) would be re- 
quired at a cost of .59¢ each. The two corner posts are priced 
at $12.20 and the two end posts $9.95 each. In addition about 
a ton of crushed stone at $1.50, between six op eight bags of 
cement at .60g would be needed. The labor could be made by our 
janitor with the help of one man. The labor to cost around $20. 


These prices were obtained from the Frost Steel & Wire 
Co., through their local agent, Louis A. Dailleboust, who recently 
started a hardware store on this Reserve.

Two members of the Caughnawaga Band visited 
the Department this morning and left with me the 
following letter written by Mre Joseph Delisle, 
Box 16, Caughnawaga, Suebec: 


"I have written twice before and I also have 
been to the Indian Agent's every week on the same 
matter, concerning the loss of my garden which is 
connected with the Boy's Eastern School. I claim a 
loss of eighty-five dollars, in which I have to cover 


two shed roofs and plants have been trampled down by 
nimals. 


I would greatly appreciate your kindness if 
you can arrange this as soon as possible as I depended 
my living for the winter months on my garden. 


Mr, Brisebois has been telling me for the last 
61x months that the money may come in any dey. I would 
like an immediate reply". 


In connection with the above, I would refer you 


to my letter of July 6th, 1945 and y ur reply of July 
20th, 1945. 


At the time we received your communication it 
was discussed with the Director. In the second paragraph 
of your letter you state that the ol@ fence was 
practically non-existent having been torn down by the 
pupils and other children, including her own. It would, 
therefore, appear that the mere fact that there was some 


delay in building the new fence would not eause her any 
extra injury. 
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One of her claims was that the old 
fence was torn down some time before the date on 
which the new fence was erected and it was during 
this time that the damage occurred. 


In the third paragraph of your letter 
you stated that if Mrs. Delisle was anxious to 
cultivate a garden during 1945 she could have done 
60 prior to the erection of the new fence. 


We can not see that she has a just 
claim and consequently you should advise her that 
we* are not prepared to make any vayment to her.

In the development of plans «nd specifications 
for the above, end with provision being made for the Teachers*' 
Residence, the question of adequste fire protection hes been 
kept im mind; amd we submit for the consideration of Indian 
sffeirs Branch, at this time, our recommendation in this connectio’ 


Since there is no existing system of water mains or 
modern fire fighting equipment et Ceughnawege, we believe thet a 
complete system including «a fire pump, under ground meins, fire 
hydrants, and stamé pipes within the buildings, together with 
such necessary items as hose, racks, etc., should be provided. 
The fire pump would be located in the Boiler House and would 
pump water from the St. Lawrence iver, delivering it to the 
hydrants et a pressure of 100 pounds per squere inch. The supply 
main would be laid below frost, adjoining the Sehool trunk sewer 
line, 7 Ge excavation prepared in 1955 when the sewer was 
instelled. 


We heve made o rough estimate of the cost of such ean 
installetion, and using equipment which meets the Fire Under- 
writers' requirements, we believe that this work could be carried 
out for epproximetely $15,000, which would include contingencies 
end supervision. 


We will swait instructions before proveeding with « 
layout, and should approval be given, it is felt that the outside 
work should be carried out under a separate contract.

For your information you are informed that discussions 
were held January 24th last between Mr. Neary and Mr. Clark 
ef the In@ian Affairs Branch and Mr. Kosnar of this Service 
in connection with the electrical design of the above building. 


The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the various 
types of equipment proposed for use in the school, requiring 
electréeal connections, in erder that proper provisions may be 
made in the design, in respect to location and capacity, as all 
wiring will be concealed during erection in the reinforced con- 
crete and hollow tile construction. 


Following is a list of special subjects that were dis- 
cusseé at length and decisions arrived at are noted. 


1. Li i 


It was felt that a good system of Lig ias should be 
installed in keeping with modern day practice with special 
attention being given to the classrooms weaving and ewing 
rooms, where the visual tasks involved are greater than 
elsewhere. The general classroom lighting was discussed 
fully and it was decided that this Service would prepare 
a cost owaktin comparison between \fluorescent and incan- 
descent lighting systems for consideration before laying 
out the lighting in these areas. It was agreed that 
special bliackboard 1i ing units should be installed in 
the classrooms in tion to the general lighting systen. 


Si Syst 


After Giscussing this matter it was decided that an 
automatic electrical signal system operating bells on 
each floor, and on the exterior wall of the school for 
the playground area, would provide adequate control for 
class movements. All bells in this system will be con- 
trolled from a clock located in the office which would 


be set to operate the bell system automatically in any 
time sequence desired.

The suggestion was made that a mechani- 
cal system be installed as well but decision on this is 
pending further investigation. 


2 Receptacies 


This subject was dealt with in general and particularly 
in classrooms where special equipment is likely to be used. 


Any special items other than those mentioned in the above, 
that are foreseen by Indian Affairs in connection with apparatus 
for the school, should be brought to the attention of this Service 
at their earliest possible convenience.

We have now received a reply from Mr. 
Indian Agent Brisebois concerning the provision of water 
at the new Caughnawage Indian Day School site. His letter 
reads as follows: 


" In reply I wish to say that it is possible to remove 
the fuel tank and thet a local Firm would undertake to do the 
work. Tis company, Jean Bedard Limited, who are operating 
the Quarry at Caughnawaga have the necessary equipment 
compressors, etc., for that kind of work, as they specialize 
in excavation, etc. May I say, however, that if this work 
could be delayed until the frost gets out of the ground, that 
it would cost far less tran at present. 


Relative to the cleaning out of the artesian well and 
its pumping for at least a week, this could be done immediately 
and it would serve a dual purpose. First to determine if the 
flow is sufficient for the contractor's purposes and also to 
ascertain if its water is now good for dri ng and could be 
used at the new school. As you are aware a few years before 
the former building was burnt down an old fuel tank leaked and 
its content seeped through the ground and into this well, with 
the result that water could not be used any longer for 
drinking purposes nor at the Man. 1 Teaching Class. 
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This work could also be undertaken by Jean

wes found out that the five inches pipe,vof the well was tigh- 
ly blocked with mortar, bricks and other debris. An attempt 
was made to clesr same but to no avail. Moreover an heavy 
coat of oil could be seen on top of the weter. 


Owing to the condition of the well and the impos- 
sibility to clear the debris, the work was ordered disconti- 
nued and a@he following suggestion made.

LAND - 

We are given to understand that Lot 100 in the Village 
may ve obtained. This is the lot on ic it is desired eventu- 
ally to build the proposed Teacliers' Residence and is adequate 
for the purpose. Lots 83 and ©&4 to the east of the site entrance 
can not be obtained in the immediate future and will be the con- 
cern of the Indian Affairs Branch. These lots would give addi- 
tional frontage, but are not required immedistely. Every effort 


possible, however, should be directed by Indian Affairs toward 
acquiring the property as soon as possible, with eae view to im- 
proving the appearance of the erea, and to justify its selection 
as the site of the new and costly building. 


WATER SUPPLY - 


An inspection was meade of four drilled wells in the 
vicinity and of the old well on the site. Information was also 
obteined from Mr. Joseph Laberge, who has drilled practically 
all the wells in those parts. Mr. Laberge is well known to 
contrecting firms in Montreal, end his information is considered 
reliable. Rock strata is encountered from ten feet to twelve 
feet below the surface, end the wells 1en drilled through solid 
rock. The wells inspected were fifty, fifty-two, fifty-eight 
and sixty feet deep, which avpeared to be tne approximate aver- 
age drilled depth for public welis provided for the Indian 
families in the Villege. The old well on the school site is 
100*-0" deep, and it must be assumed that a new well would at 
least reach this depth, since e much sereater volume is required 
than for public wells mentioned.

WATER SUPPLY (Cont'd) 


The best information aveileble on the assumed cepecity 
of a well 100 feet deep on the site is 1,000 gellons per hour 
for e five inch well and 3,000 to 4,000 gallons per hour for en 
eight inch well. Our specifications call for @elivery of 540 
@eallons of water per hours, end unless this rate of fiow is ob- 
tained from eae five inch well tie bore s}.ovuld be enlarged to 
eight inches. Until the well is drilled end given eae seventy-two 
hour test and the draw-down level ascertained, no positive 
information will be aveileable. The possibility exists that the 
well mey ave to be bored deeper, or a new locetion chosen and 
the process repeated until tie availeble visible volume is 
adequate for our purposes. It is not thought, however, thet 
this will be the case. 


The possibility of oil from the old well impregeneting 
the new supply is :egligible. While the existence of oil in 
t..e well shaft is still visible, it is felt thet since the de- 
sired position of the newwell would be hi ner, and 180 feet 
northwest of the old well, that if the bottom of the well 
casing is ce:ented to the solid rock, no penetretion of oil from 
the latter will be possible. 


The matter of obtaining poteble weter from Lake St. 
Louis wes investigated, imcludins a discussion with the Montreal 
Water Works Department. Informetion gethered indiceted that the 
rew sewage and industriel westes from towns situated along the 
south shore of tue St. Lawrence River, the Chatesuguey River 
and surrounding Lake St. Louis, mate the treatment of such 
water for e project essnell as the new school, so elaeborete 
and expensive to operate end maintain with expert steff, that 
it is not being considered. 


Mr. Edgecombe took seven sauples of weter for enelysi 
and confirmation of the above. Mr. Caley examined the site and 
wes siiown our proposed location for the new well. The location 
of the new well (to be locsted in a projection of the new boiler 
house) is shown on our sketch plen index number 800, sheet W.l1, 
dated Mey 20, 1947; blueprints of which have previously been 
sent to the Indian Affeirs Branch. Mr. Celey stated that he 
would submit e separate report on his own observations to this 
Branch as soon as possible.

FIRE PROTECTION =< 


It was not understood previously that the Caughnewege 
Agency hes en errengement with the City of Lachine Fire Depart- 
ment to answer calls to the Reserve. In view of this, it is 
felt that the costly undertaking of constructing a pipe line and 
inteke to Lake St. Louis might not berpcessery as Lechine is 
approximately only four miles distsent, and the fire brigade can 
arrive at the site of the school in about fifteen minutes. 


One serious difficulty in utilizing fire hose within 
the school building is that fire fighting would depend almost 
entirely on tre female steff and pupils. Control of pupils in 
such an emergency hes been described by Indian Superintendent 
Brisebois as an impossibility. 


There is little that is combustible in the school and 
tne boiler house, and the use of conveniently pleced fire ex- 
tinguishers of an epproved type shouid control a fire until 
the fire brigede errive. Fire extin*suishers moreover in suffi- 
cient mumbers can be hendied by the female staff. The stand 
pipes end hose within the school have outside connection, to 
which the firemen may connect their fire hose, which would be 
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ai 
FIRE :ROTECTION (Cont'd) 


leid to Leke St. Louis, a distance of some 460 feet. Through 
their pumper,waeter streams can be employed in the number and 
at the pressure required. 


The alternetive, of course, would be to corstruct en 
underground reservoir of say 10,000 gellons capacity to be 
served from the new well and equipped with a fire pump and in 
@ separate pump house. This would meen constant employment of 
men able to, and available to put the pump in use and operate 
the hose within the school for the time required for the arri- 
vel of the Lechine fire equipment, or for the twenty or thirty 
minutes required to exhsust the contents of the reservoir. 
This alternative is not recommended, end unless requested, we 
are not estimating the cost of construction. 


Summing up, the cost of providing e water supply for 
domestic purposes from ea deep well cased to solid rock would 
be as follows. For drilling e five inch well, the cost would 
be $4.50 per foot, and for an eight inch well, $68.00 per foot. 
For every foot beyond one hundred feet in depth, the edditionel 
cost would be $1.00. For supplying and instelling steel casing 
for e five inch well, the cost would be $1.10 per foot. In 
addition to drilling the well e seventy-two hour test should 
be undertaken to ascertein: (e) the capscity in gallons per 
hour, (b) the quality of the water, (c) that the supply would 
be adequate for a long period. This type of work is under- 
teken throughout Canade by the Reilwey end Power Corporation 
Limited of Montreal, whose charge would be $300.00 for the 
complete testing operation. The total cost, therefore, on our 
assumption thet weter would be obtained et one hundred feet, 
would be about $850.00 for e five inch well. 


It is recommended, therefore, that we be euthorized 
to heve the drilling and casing of eae five inch well, one hun- 
dred feet deep undertaken by Joseph Laberge, end if water is 
found at that level, to heave the before-mentioned test 
carried out by Reilway and Power Corporation Limited. The 
work to be under the supervision of Indisn Superintendent 
Brisebois, who would be furnished with ell necessary instruc- 
tions from this office. 


The cost of pumps and other water supply equipment 
is already included in the contract being ewarded, and the 
cost of other materiel and services recommended herein can 
be met from the contingencies amount we ave requested from 


Council.

You are advised thet during ae telephone conversation 
on July 5th between Mr. B. F. Neary, of the Indien Affeirs Branch, 
and Mr. V. Kosnar, of this Division, the question of providing 
en sutometic alarm, et the Lachine Fire Stetion, in case of a 
fire eat the above school wes discussed. Mr. Neary wes of the 
opinion that « system such as we proposed, which would summon 
fire fighting equipment with a minimum loss of time, should be 
adopted, 


Provision hes been made for the installation of two 
siamese water pipe connections at the school, to which the 
Lachine Fire Department's water pumping equipment could be 
connected, to feed the fire stand-pipes within the building 
in the event of e fire. We consider it advisable to connect 
the electric fire alerm system provided for the school to the 
Lachine Fire Stetion alarm call board, so that in the event 
of the sounding of the fire alerm system et the school, fire 
fighting equipment would be automatically suumonecd, thus re- 
moving the possibility of delay which could result from relying 
on telephone contact between the school and fire station. 


Connections between the school and the Lachine Fire 
Department Station could be arranged for through the Bell Tele- 
phone Company, and it is suggested thet the Indien Affeirs 
Branch contact the Lachine Fire Chief and the Montreal Office 
of the Bell Telephone Company in the near future to arrange 
for such a service, 


It will be necessary for the Bell Telephone Company 
to carry their telephone lines to the building for the tele- 
phone to be located in the irincipel's office, and we suggest 
thet Indien Affairs make applicetion for the telephone service 
at the same time enquiries ere directed in connection with the 
fire alarm systen. 


Early attention is recommended in this matter, so 
that the contractor can be advised of the conduit runs he will 
be required to provide in the floor slab during the building 
construction for the telephone service and for the fire alarm 
connections if the Indien Affairs Branch epprove of this 
suggestion.

In reply to your memorandum of July 19th last in 
connection with the above, we suggest that Indian Agent 
Brisebois be requested to contact Mr. Rene Laberge, Direc~ 
tor of Finance of the City of Lachine, and advise him that 
the proposal of the Spencer Electric Alarms Company con- 
tained in their letter to Mr. Laberge of June 27th last is 
acceptable to the Department. 


We confirmed by telephone that their estimated 
installation price of $95.00 includes all electrical work 
necessary at the school and the Fire Station to connect the 
two buildings to their line. 


Mr. Laberge in his letter to Major MacKay of July 
8th last states that the City of Lachine could have the work 
carried out and charged to the Department, however we see no 
merit in this arrangement and suggest that Mr. Brisebois be 
instructed to make arrangements with the Company for having 
the work started et an early date. 


It will be necessary to extend the school fire 
alarm system circuit to the entrance point of the line to 
the Fire Station, and we intend to have our electrical engi- 
neer discuss the best means of arranging this work with 
officers of the Company during a proposed trip to Caughna- 
wage in the near future, as a minimum amount of exposed 
wiring is desired and disfigurement of wall finishes is to 
be avoided.

We were authorized by the Indian Affairs Branch 
in their memorandum dated May 7th, 1947, to make arrange- 
ments for providing a sound distribution system for the 
above school, the cost of which we estimated to be approxi- 
mately $1, 500.00 installed. 


We have been in contact with one sound equipment 
firm namely; The Dominion Sound Equipments Limited of Mont- 
real and have received their quotation for a sound system 
to our requirements. We attach hereto for the information 
of the Purchasing Agent their specification of equipment to 
be supplied, which we request be returned. 


The cost of the equipment in the amount of $1,390.45 
includes Dominion Government Seales Tax of eight per cent 
(8%) and if this tax is deductible for this type of equip- 
ment when used for school purposes, the costt the Depart- 
ment would amount to $1,279.21 f.o.b. Montreal. We suggest 
that the Purchasing Agent investigate the possibility of 
deducting the above tax. In addition to the cost of the 
equipment an expenditure of $1860.00 will be necessary for 
installation and testing, making the total installed cost 
to the Department of the sound distribution system $1,459.21 
f.0.b.

Problem No. 2, to my way of thinking, is the playground in back of the 
school. Only one softball or baseball team can play at the same time. Hav- 
ing more recesses would be unfeasible : there are already two different 
periods (lst-lth and Sth-9th grades) both in the morning and afternoon. I 
have been carefully over every foot of the place and with the exception of 
the spot where the boys play lacrosse or softball, it is a haz.rd. Holes, 
rocks, stumps, etc. spangle the field, so to speak. It. will be a miracle if 
no accidents occur before the snow sets in. Whatmore, uncer prevailing con- 
ditians, it is difficult to organize the sports here, as the chilaren 
have a right to expect. "Where hail we play?" , they ask. ith bir, 
Brisebois' help, ‘I shall try to interest them --at least 4 good many of 
them-- in volley-ball. That would ease up the situation for a while. 


Doubtless af your spare time --if you have any-- you must be wonder- 
ing how the new staff at the Canughnawaga Day School is getting along. 
Rather well. The boys seem to have taken to the teachers. Thanks to a 
gift of a dozen new lacrosses from outsiders, we have a group of the 
bigger boys playing after school hours. Fathe’ Burns supervises 
ers who are the keymen ('boys) and they naturally react favorably 


Nr. Desmarais , now, this is a first impression, seems to be an excel- 
lent eddition to the teaching staff. 


Mr. Viau is doing well also. May I su;gest that his first month's sal- 
ary be forwarded to him as soon as possible ? "“e has, as you know, a large 
family, six children, if I am not mistaken, and funds would indeed be wel- 
come. I did not send in his application blank sooner (Sept. 12), as I waited 
quite a few days before I learned that Mr. Desmarais had sent his in through 
Vr. Brisebois.

In reply to your notation dated the 7th instant 
on Major MacKay's memorandum of October 4th regarding a re- 
port that the heating system was not functioning properly 
at the above, you are advised that on the 10th instant, we 
contacted Mr. Payette, our inspecting architect for the pro- 
ject by telephone and instructed him to investigate the com- 
plaint and report to us that day. 


Mr. Payette reported by long distance telephone 
as requested, advising that the acting engineer at the school 
| was unfamiliar with the installation and that by correct vaive 
regulation, equal heat distribution to all areas was obtained. 


Our heating engineer, Mr. Hargreaves, recently 
visited Caughnawaga, and inspected the installation. At that 
time the boilers had not been put into operation. We have in 
mind sending Mr. Hargreaves to Caughnawaga again, but had an- 
ticipated that Indian Affairs would have appointed a qualified 
permanent engineer to operate the mechanical services at the 
school, before he went. 


Our Chief Architect in contacting Indian Affairs, 
has been advised that as yet no appointment has been made, but 
that the matter is receiving definite consideration at the mo- 
mente 


There is no objection to Indian Affairs action in 
putting the boiler plant into operation temporarily under con- 
trol of the fireman who services other schools in the agency, 
but within the next two weeks, we consider it advisable to 
have Mr. Hargreaves go to Caughnawage and familiarize the 
operator with the technical needs of the system. A later trip 
for the benefit of the permanent appointee will be necessarye

In connection with our Extra Work Order Ho.

Following a telephone conversation with the 
Reverend Sister in Charge of Domestic Science, we dis- 
cussed with officers of the Indian Affairs Branch the 
requested re-arrangement of hot plates which,if adopted, 
would affect the position and areas of working spaces, 
and the general design of the food preparation counter. 


It was considered by the Indian Affairs Branch 
that the facilities provided each student in respect to 
working area, cupboards and drawers according to our draw- 
ing sheet No. 19B, Index No. 800, are satisfactory to the 
work that will be undertaken in this area and they do not 
concur in re-locating the cooking units as suggested. 

You are therefore, edvised thet no change in the position- 
ing of the hot plates from those shown on our above men- 
tioned drawing, are to be made. 


Kindly advise the A.F. Byers Construction Com- 
pany of the decision reached, s° that the electrical sub- 
contractor will be informed. 


It will be your responsibility to supervise 
the drilling of the counter top for conduit passages and 
anchors for the hot plates to ensure that the surface is 
not damaged in any manner.

MEMORANDUM TO THE DIRECTOR 


Water Supply for Caughnawege Indian 
Day School. 


With reference to your notation on & memorandum 
dated the 15th instant from the Director, Indian Affairs 
Branch, it is noted that Major MacKay requests an engineer's 
report covering the estimsted cost of providing a water 
supply system from the St. Lawrende River that will supply 
the needs of the above school and will permit an extension 
to meet the requirements of the Indian Village. 


The construction of such a water supply system is 
considered to be a major undertaking and, before an estimate 
can be given that would be fairly accurate, it will be 
necessery to carry out surveys and investigations on the ground. 
Provided the snow conditions remain satisfactory it is expected 
thet such ea survey could be carried out during the month of 
January and after a tentative design is drewn up it is expected 
that the report could be prepared by the end of February. 

If, however, an approximate estimate only is required, it is 
expected that same could be prepered for Major MacKay shortly 
after the first of January. 


In the meantime our engineers wish to be advised 
if it is the intention of the Indian Affairs Pranch to supply 
a quantity of water sufficient for fire-fighting purposes 
together with hydrants placed throughout the villege to 
provide for fire protection. 


We would appreciete your further instructions 
regarding this matter.
